Obitnary.
BISHOP (EORGE BURGESS, OF MAINE,

The Right Reverend George Burgess, D, D,,
Bishop ol Maine, died lstely, while returning
from the West Ingies, whither he had been for
hie heasith, impaiced by long labors. Bishop
Burgess was born In Providence, Rhode Island,
on October 31, 1800. He was the son of the late
Thomas Burgess, long the Judge of the Muni-
cipal Court of Providence, and brother of the
lute Mr. Thomwas M. Burgess, the second Mavor
of the city. He was educated at Brown Uni-
versity, where he graduated in 1826, and waa
alterwards a tutor in that institution., Subse-
quently he vicited Earope, and studied in the
niversities of Boonn, Berlin, and Gottingen.
After completing his theological studies, he ac-
cepled the rectorship of Christ Church, Hart-
ford, where he remmmned til he was elecied
Bishop of the Diwocese of Maine, He was con-
seerated Ooctober 31, 1847, and at the same time
assumed the rectorshi 3 of a chureh at Gardiner.
He at all times beld great influence in the
chorch, and in the House of Bishops, He
belonged (to the Low Church party. He wos a
voluminous writer, and wrote an ecolesiastical
history of Boston and the reglon sbout it, em-
bodying o great amount of learning, He was
8 poet of no mean pretensions, He made a
metrical version of the Psalms of David, which
possessed much ment, Bishop Burgess married
a slster of Bishop King, ot Califoruia. She sur-
vives him, with one daughter, and was with him
at his death,
